TRIALS MAY FOLLOW

Fulton ‘County Grand Jury 
May Take. Action Against 
Every Official Involved, It 
Is Reported. 


Declaring a taxicab man had made 
the charge to him that at least a half 
dozen Atlanta police officers hired ne- 
gro bootleggers to sell liquor for them 
on their beats, Chairman J. C. Little, 
of the police committee of council, stat- 
ed Thursday afternoon that it was 
possible that the investigation of the 
Atlanta police department would not 
end with the adoption of a report this 
morning by the special committee from 
council, but that the probe would go 
to the very depth of the department. 

Mr. Little’s sensational disclosure was 
made before,.the adjournment of the 
committee, and while it was at recess 
awaiting a paper from the -clerk’s of- 
fice, and Councilmen C. L. Carpenter 
and W. R. Bean agreed that the in- 
vestigation should go te the bottom of 
the department without any attempt 
to whitewash any one. 

Chairman Little also stated that it 
was probable that the entire number 
of police and detective officers who 
had been connected with the whisky 


irregularities at the police station, 
as sworn to before the council com- 
mittee and the secret investigation 
committee of the police.board, would 
be placed on trial before the - police 
board on charges. 

Said Jury May Act. 

It was also stated by members of 
the board that rumors were rife to 
the effec{ that action would be taken 
by the county grand jury with refer- 
ence to the sensational liquor incidents 
that have been brought out, involving 
both members of the department and 
commissioners of the board. These ru- 
mors, said to be general over the city, 
could not be officially substantiated, 
however. 

“I believe the investigation should 
continue,” said Chairman Little, “until 
all possible evidence has been threshed 
out, and if such charges are true 
it should be known. If they are 
not true, then the department should 
be exonerated.” 

“Yes, I believe the investigation of 
the police department should not stop 
now. Let’s go to the bottom of the 
thing and not whitewash any one,” 
said Councilman Carpenter. 

Mr. Bean remarked: “You are bound 
to observe, that wherever Beavers 
touched the situation it came as clean 
as hound’s teeth.” 

he council committee, through 
whose hearings much sensational testi- 
mony has been developed concerning 
the use of contraband whisky and wines 
at the Atlanta police station, will meet 
this morning to adopt or reject the 
tentative report that was drawn up 
by Chairman Harvey Hatcher. The re- 
port provides for naming each of the 
commissioners and members of council 
who got liquor at the police barracks, 
according to their own statements and 
the evidence of others. 

Abolish Pelice Board. 

The officers who were involved in 
the sensational findings regarding the 
liquor held by the city as evidence, 
the report will severely censure, and 
council will be asked to approve a re- 
quest to change Atlanta’s charter in 
order that the police board may be 
abolished and another form of control 
over the department be instituted by 
the consent of the people. The com- 
mittee will also make recommendations 
deploring the alleged fact that blind 
tigers who are captured by the Atlanta 
police department are dealt with so len- 
iently by thé state and city courts. The 
committee will meet at 10 o’clock this 
morning, and it is believed the report 
will be approved. 

The trial of all the members of the 
police and detective forces whose 
names have been connected up with 
giving away and using the whisky at 
the police station will, if brought be- 
fore the board, require a lengthy ses- 
sion of that body, and it is expected 
that many sensational disclosures will 
be made, some of which have not been

READY FOR COUNCIL 


More Than Sufficient Foot- 
age Already Signed Up for 
Needed Improvements on 
Important Thoroughfare. 


At an enthusiastic mass meeting Recently Requisitioned by, 


held Thursday evening at Payne Me- 
morial church, the Luckie street pav- 
ing project was announced as assured, 


more than 51 per cent of the property | 


owners on the thoroughfare having 
signed up for the pro rata share of 
expense to be incurred by this street 
improvement, and the definite designs 
were mapped out by the citizens present 
by which the matter can be pushed 
through council at the earliest possible 
moment. 

The question of grading the street, 
increasing its width and giving it more 
advantageous contours at certain 
points, which is a matter, not of ex- 
pense to property owners, but one in- 
volving the consent of those holding 
property to allow the city to take por- 
tions of it sufficient to broaden the 
street, will be taken up now, and the 
spirit of the meeting last night indi- 
cated that there is but little doubt, if 
any, that the entire projected improve- 
ment of this important thoroughfare 
will go over the top. 

4,431 Feet Signed Up. 

The consolidated petitions showed 
that 4,431 feet of frontage was repre- 
sented in the signatures of property 
owners who signed the various papers, 
which is 300 feet more than is neces- 
sary to make the quota of 51 per 
cent. 

A motion was made, however, to 
continue the.petition.committees and 
instructing them to renew their efforts 
to secure signatures, making a final 
report to the next meeting -of the 
Luckie Street Improvement association, 
which will be held Thursday night of 
next week. 

And as the entire project, which will 
involve an expenditure of between 
$15,000 and $20,000, is cdnsidered too 
large for the sixth ward to be asked 
to carry in its proportion of the street's 
ordinary fund, a petition’ will be made 
to the finance committe for an appro- 
priation to provide money for the 
Luckie street improvement. A com- 
mittee will go before the finance com- 
mittee before the June sheet is made 
up, and a motion was adopted last 
night to ask Clark Howell to head the 
committee and make the same address 
before that body that he made at the 
mass meeting held by the Luckie Street 
Improvement association last Tuesday 
evening. 

Mr. Howell Urged to Serve. 

Alderman I. F. Styron, who is one of 
the prime leaders in the Luckie street 
improvement, made the motion asking 
that Mr. Howell be urged to address 
the finance committee, and laid partic- 
ular stress upon the familiarity Mr. 
Howell exhibited toward the projected 
improvement and the forceful manner 
in which he showed the necessity for 
its successful culmination. 

“If we can get Clark Howell to make 
the same address before the finance 
committee and the county board of com- 
missioners that he made down here,” 
said Alderman Styron, “we will put this 
improvement over.” 

Recorder George E. Johnson, a resi- 
dent of the sixth ward, voiced’ the 
same conclusions, and seconded the mo- 
tion that Mr. Howell be asked to aid 
the committee in its efforts to secure 
additional funds from the city through 
the finance committee. 

“T have lived in this part of the city 
since 1868," said Judge Johnson, “and 
this is the first time Luckie street has 
asked for an improvement., e are 
surely going to put this project over.” 

The petitions that have been signed 
up, representing a sufficient footage to 
enable council to act, will tbe taken be- 
fore the street committee this after- 
noon, and before council Monday, where 
it will be sounded and left over for ac- 
tion at the meeting of council the first 
week in June. Then, if passed favora- 
bly upon, it will go before the alder- 
manic board. Provided favorable action 
is taken by the aldermen, the matter 
will then be taken to the finance com- 
mittee in an effort Yo relieve the sixth 
ward' streets ordinary fund of the full 
burden for the entire job, and provi- 
sions will be asked for in the making 
of the June finance sheet. 

Styron Is Optimistic. 

Mr. Styron expressed himself as most 
hopeful that the big project, which will 
mean an added thoroughfare running 
into the north of the city, connecting it 
with Pace’s Ferry road, and relieving 
Peachtree and Marietta streets of much 
‘of. the burden they are now forced to 
carry, will be put over. It will not only 
be an added advantage to the traffic 
conditions of the city, but will greatly 
emhance the property values on Luckie 
street.

STEAMSHIP ZAANLAND 
SUNK IN COLLISION 


Was One of Dutch Vessels 


U. S. Government—All on 
Board Rescued. 


Washington, May 16.—The American 
steamer Neches, a cargo carrier of 7,175 
tons, was torpedoed and sunk on the 
night of May 14 or in the early morn- 
ing hours of May 15, without loss of 
life, the navy department today an- 
nounced, 

The vessel was returning home light 
and with no soldiers aboard. It is be- 
lieved she carried a crew of about 125 
men. 

Secretary ~Daniels’s 
follows: 

“The war department has received 
information that the Neches, a cargo 
carrier of 7,175 tons, was torpedoed and 
sunk on the night of May 14 or early 
morning of May 156. 

“All on board were reported saved. 

“The vessel was returning without 
cargo. 

“It is believed that the vessel car- 
ried a crew of about 125 men. No 
troops were on board. The Neches 
was under charter by the United States 
shipping board. She was a steel ship, 
built in 1914, and had a speed of about 
14 knots per hour.

Germany Conducting 
Offensive of Terror 
Against Civilians 


New York, May 16.—A German offen- 
sive of terror against the civilian pop- 
ulation of France and Italy was de- 
scribed today by Henry P. Davison, on 
his return from a 12,000-mile tour of 
inspection of Red Cross work abroad. 
He is chairman of the Red Cross. war 
council and comes back to inaugurate 
the drive for $100,000,000. 

“The outstanding feature of German 
methods at the present time,” he said, 
“is the effort to terrorize women, chil- 
dren and old men at home. While the 
German troops are making their drive 
on the front, airplanes are bombing 
nearly every night towns ‘behind the 
lines, with the deliberate and declared 
purpose of terrorizing civilians. 

“The purpose of the fight Dehind the 
lines is to break down the morale of 
the civilian population to such a point 
that they will importune their govern- 
ments for peace. It is the most das- 
tardly, unrighteous, cruel, devilish plan 
which could ‘be conceived. 

Carried On All Along Front. 

“It is based upon the theory that the 
killing of four children out of five will 
induce the mother to implore her gov- 
ernment to have the war stopped that 
her fifth child may live. It is carried 
on from the English channel to the 
Swiss border, and from the Swiss bor- 
der to the Adriatic, and has resulted in 
the maiming of thousands of women 
and children, and the driving of hun- 
dreds of thousands of terror-stricken 
from their homes to wherever they 
might,.seek refuge. 

“All of this is aecomplished by the 
most active possible propaganda, espe- 
cially in Italy, designed to deceive the 
people and to strike down their mo- 
rale.”’ 

Mr. Davison described the attempt to 
uphold civilian morale as “one of the 
greatest missions of the Red Cross.” 

Was in Bombed Town. 

Mr. Davison had personal experience 

with German terrorizing of civilians 


from the air at night. fHe was in a} 


town in France when thirty-seven peo- 
ple were killed and houses demolished 


by a German airplane which had stolen 
through a barrage and flew as low as 
300 feet. American ambulance men 
busied themselves at rescue work ant 
the airplane returned and bombed 
them. He regards the bombing of Paris 
by big guns as part of the offensive 
of terror, and says that the damage to 
buildings is so slight that one might 
drive about the a week without

NO SINCERE PROPOSAL

Washington Government Is 
Not Displeased Because 
Austrian. Feelers Were Not 
Disclosed Officially by 
England. 


Washington, May 16.—-Either through 
a public address or a diplomatic note 
President Wilson in the near future 
may take occasion to comment 
and supplement the statement today by 
Foreign Minister Balfour in the British 
house of commons in connection with 
the Austrian peace feelers through 
Prince Sixtus of Bourbon. 

It was authoritatively stated today 


that the American government fully re- 
ciprocates Mr. Balfour’s expressions of 
confidence and regard and has no in- 
tention of permitting machinations of 
the enemy to mar the perfect under- 
standing which governs the relations 
between the United States and the en- 
tente. Moreover, there is no public sen- 
timent in this country such. as that

| No Complaint to Make. 

There is no disposition in adminis- 
tration cireles here to complain be- 
cause the Washington government was 
not advised of the Sixtus letter, for it 
fis realized that the peculiar condition 
under which the correspondence with 
the Austrian emperor's brother-in-law 
was conducted imposed obligations of 
confidence and secrecy that could not 
be disregarded by an honorable states- 
man.

London, May 16.—The British secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, Arthur P. Bal- 
four, in giving explanations in the 
house of commons today in connection 
with Emperor Charles’ letter to Prince 
Sixtus of Bourbon, recently made pub- 
lic by the president of the French re- 
public, declared that no effort at con- 
‘versations has ever been made by the 
central powers in the interest of a fair 
and honorable peace, and he added:

PERSHING IS EXPECTED 
TO CABLE DALY REPORT 


Complete American F lying 
Squadron Believed to Be in 


Operation on Front. 


‘Washington, May 16.—Publication to- 
day of the first American “official 
communique” prepared at expeditionary 
headquarters in France, inaugurated 
what is expected to be a daily report 
to the American people on what their 
soldiers abroad are doing. 

In giving out the text of the state- 
ment, Secretary Baker could not say 
definitely that one would be forthcom- 
ing daily hereafter. That rests with 
General Pershing, but Mr. Baker indi- 
cated his hope that the expeditionary 
commander would find it possible to 
follow that course. 

As to the military situation in the 
two sectors held by American troops, 
the communique was exceedingly brief. 
Increased artillery activity on both 
sides, both north of Toul and in Lor- 
raine, were noted, with the comment, 
“Nothing else to report”” Most of the 
statement was devoted to official ac- 
counts of the daring and enterprise of 
American officers and men in scouting 
and raiding operations, and in the air. 

Army officers here hope that while 
General Pershing may as yet feel that 
it would be improper for him to issue 
as to operations 
where his forces are holding sectors in 
French corps or army fronts, he will 
be able to follow up today’s practice 
and ve detailed accounts of events in 
which only American troops are in- 
volved. 

Designation in the communique of 
the flight for which Major Ralph Royce 
was decorated by the French army 
corps commander, as the “first Ameri- 
can flight over the enemy’s lines,’ was 
taken ere aS an announceemnt that 
a complete American squadron is now 
in operation at the front. Heretofore 
American flyers mentioned for gallan- 
try have been attached to French 
squadrons, 

Officers saw in the official reports 
of the raiding and scouting operations 
signs of the dash and initiative which 
they have expected the American troops 
to show in action. They are supremely 
confident that the average American 
will play the game at the front just as 
well as Americans have played all 
games.

There has been issued by the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Co., a book- 
let embodying a letter from Secretary 
McAdoo to President Wilson, relating to 
conditions confronting public utility com- 
panies, and President Wilson’s reply, in 
which he stated: 


‘Tt is essential that these utilities 
should be maintained at their maxi- 
mum efficiency and that everything 
reasonably possible should be done 
with that end in view.’’

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"CHARGES ARE ASKED 


Government Demands Abro- 
gation of Clause Limiting 
Capacity of Plant. 


The United States government, for 
War purposes, has demanded an im- 
mediate change in the contract be- 
tween the state of Georgia and the 
Ducktown Copper Mining company 
which will release the entire capacity 
of those plants and take the limit 
off their production, regardless of the 
sulphuric acid fumes turned loose on 
the country. 

The Ducktown case has fur years 
been in the courts and, as a matter of 
fact, is still pending in certain phases. 
The settlement of the fight made by a 
large farming territory along the 
Georgia-Tennessee border where agri- 
culture and all forms of vegetation 
were being entirely wiped out was a 
Stipulation that a contract should be 
entered into between the state of 
Georgia, as trustee for the farmers af- 
fected, and the copper company, by 
which a stipulated sum of money is 
annually set aside by the company for 
awards to cover farming damages each 
year through a board of arbitrators, 
one arbitrator and the umpire being 
named by the state. The contract 
stipulates that the compauy may oper- 
ate only oné-half its furnaces at a 
time and limits the amount of fumes 
which may be liberated in the air. 

The secretary of war has now de- 
manded that this contract be immedi- 
ately amended so that the company may

There has just come from the press a 
“History of the 
Studebaker Corporation.” The author 
is Albert Russel Erskine, who is presi- 
dent of the corporation. 

This book tells a story in simple lan- 
guage which should prove the inspira- 
tion to continued effort on the part of 
all those of the world’s workers who 
are fortunate enough to read it.

It was then that he 
remembered an old infliction that he 
had been trowbled with for many years, 
and, when next he was seen at drill, 
he was so drawn and bent in the back 
that military service seemed an im- 
possibility. ’ 

He was carried before one of the 
medical officers and was closely ques- 
tioned and examined concerning his 
strange deformity. The negro told a 
story that was apparently straight and, 
but for the fact that he had passed the 
long list of examiners without trouble, 
would have been discharged. 

Believing him to be “faking,” one of 
the doctors carried him to the hospital 
and administered a light dose of ether, 
realizing that when he returned to 
consciousness the negro would be 
dazed and would act perfectly natura! 
until he fully regained his senses. 

When the colored selectman over- 
came the effect of the ether, several 
soldiers were present to watch his ac- 
tions. Dazed and lost, the drugged 
negro raised himself in the _ bed, 
stretched his muscles perfectly straight, 
got out of the bed, walked about the 
room and did other things perfectly 
natural and without the usual spinal 
slump. 

‘TY thought ‘you were crippled,” 
minded one of the soldiers present. 

Like a flash the negro’s back stif- 
fened and slouched to the aide, and he 
was again the horrible looking de- 


formed soldier. Then the soldiers be- 
gan “ragging” the “cripple,” and in a 
few moments he began to stretch and 
straighten the back that “had been 
crooked for years.” In a very short 
time he was apparently normal and 


straight. 
“Boss,” he explained, “that medicine 


you give me done cured me for sho’.” 
All of which goes to establish the re- 
medial qualities of ether.

Reconstruction of Men’s Feet 


Light Dose of Ether 


Broken Down Arches, Heels 
and Toes Will Be Made 
Over Again in the Newly 
Opened Camp Orthopedic 


| A new department of work that wil! 
| be of great interest to all men in Camp 


Gordon's forces have been begun this 
week with the completion of and open- 
ing of the big orthopedic infirmary, 
which is located in the quarters of the 
old ambulance companies on the east 
side of the reservation. 

The purpose of this infirmary is to 
take all men who, on account of de- 
fects in feet or legs or ailments of 


joints, have been rendered unfit for 
service, and treat them with a view 
to reconstructing the broken-down 
members and placing them again in the 
list of eligibles for actual military 


work. 


It is explained that this work will 
be done by means of a graduated acale 
of foot exercises—for the reconstruc- 
tion of soldier feet will be the main 
work of the new department. Many 
men's feet were broken down before 
entrance to the army, and many more 
have temporarily put their feet out of 
commission by overwork on the drill 
field or the hike. 

Method of Reconstruction. 

By means of increasing the foot ex- 
ercises daily and by altering the shape 
of shoes, officials will rebuild and 
Strengthen the broken-down feet and 
build again arches, heels and toes to 
their normal condition. By the proper 
methods the officials will also treat and 
cure the ordinary cases of joint trou- 
bles and will put the men having dis- 
eases of this kind back into the ranks. 

Every man who falls out on the hike 
or quits at drill on account of foot 
trouble will be carried at once to the 
clinic, which will be held reguarly at 
the new infirmary. Also men suffer- 
ing fractures or accidents to bones will 
be carried here for treatment. 

This new department will do one of 
the most important works of Camp 
Gordon’s activities, and it will make it 
a practice to ferret out the “drill slack- 
ers’ who in some cases have been 
known to “fake” foot trouble in order 
to escape work on the parade field. 

Captain Oscar Miller, of the Gordon 
medical force, will supervise the work 
of the orthopedic infirmary, and other 
officials will do the lucal work of the 
institution. ,

So it is urgently 
necessary that the whole loyal Prussian~ 
people shall flock umited round the” 
standard of Prussianism. We are not 
fighting for economic interests of any 
kind, but for our Prussia, which God has 
permitted us to inherit as a precious 
possession from our fathers.”

ATLANTA MERCHANTS’ 
CREDIT ASSOCIATION 


must obtain @ 


lL. S. Crowder, of Dallas, Texas, first vice 
president of the Merchants’ Credit asso- 
association, spoke to the Atlanta Merchants’ 
Credit association at a dinner given in his 
honor at the Kimball house Thursday eve- 
ning. Mr. Crowder is in Atlanta for the 
purpose of organizing a credit men’s associ- 
ation here, to be known as the Associated 
Retail Credit Men’s Association of Atlanta. 

W. W. Orr, of George Muse Clothing com- 
pany, Mresided in the absence of J. P. Allen, 
the president of the Merchants’ Credit asso- 
ciation, who was out of the city. Mr. Orr, 
in introducing Mr. Crowder, reviewed brief- 
ly the work accomplished by the Merchants’ 
Credit association, and stated that the time 
is now ripe for Atlanta to fall in line with 
the other cities of the United States and line 
up with the Retail Credit Men's National 
association. 

Mr. Crowder, who was inetrumental in or- 
ganizing the national association in 1912, and 
who is a very busy business man of Dallas, 
is giving his time without any salary at- 
tached, to the work of building up the cred- 
it men’s associations of the United States. 

He showed in a very forceful way the 
Plan used by the Dallas Retail Credit Men's 
association in organizing and in building up 
credits in that city. Special days were ob- 
served in which great effort was put forth 
to have the delinquent accounts due the mer- 
chants of Dallas paid. 

Last April “Meet your obligation” day 
was observed in which every pastor in the 
city preached on paying debts, and the re- 
sults were marvelous. Last October “Pay 
Up Week" was held and for a whole week 
the papers were full of advertising, urging 
the people to Pay up promptly, and a very 
large per cent of the old accounts were paid. 

Mr. Crowder said: “Character is the 
basis of credit, and the great stronghold of 
any city is co-operation on the part, of the 
credit men of that city.” The slogan of the 
Dallas association is “I'll pay you, you pay 
him, he'll pay me.” 

“No greater educational work is being 
done by any organization than is being 
done by the credit men’s associations of the 
United States,” said Mr. Crowder. “The 
efforts of the credit men’s associations of the 
country during the last few years, however 
feeble they have been due to the lack of 
proper co-operation on the part of some 
firms, have been a great factor in making 
the Liberty Loans so successful, for the peo- 
ple have been educated to a certain extent 
along lines of building up credit. But the 
first steps have only been made and the 
great work is ahead, and Atlanta can make 
no better move than to organize under the 
national association.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Crowder’s ad- 
dress, Mr. Orr stated that ten of the most 
prominent firms had already signed a peti- 
tion asking for this new organization and he 
gave an opportunity for any other firm to 
sign and become charter members and a 
number of other bySiness men or credit men 
representing a firm came up and signed. 

There isn’t any doubt but that Atlanta 
will have an association retail credit men’s 
association at an early date and take her 
place at the top of this movement as she 
has does in every other movement. The 
new credit rating beok which has just been 
issued is considered the best ever issted by 
any city in the United States, it containing 
120,000 ratings.

TBC OR XOP? 

In his beautifully constructed thesis on 
“The Kinetic Drive” Dr. Crile has given em- 
phasis to a diagnostic problem which every 
Physician occasionally encounters: namely, 
the remarkable similarity between the symp- 
toms of masked exophthalmic goitre and in- 
ciplent tuberculosis of the lungs. 

A young woman lost weight, became 
anemic, nervous, peevish and irritable. Her 
Pulse rate was constantly rapid, with at- 
tacks of palpitation in which it was still 
more rapid. There was a fine tremor of the 
fingers, rather wide, prominent eyes, and a 
few degrees of fever now and then. She 
denied having coughs as most patients with 
incipient tuberculosis do. Repeated exami- 
nations of the bared chest disclosed no sign 
to her physician. He felt doubtful. He re- 
ferred her to a throat specialist who felt 
doubtful and referred her to a physician with 
long experience in treating tuberculosis in 
& sanatorium, who felt doubtful and sought 
counsel from an X-ray man. The X-ray man, 
Ordinarily a very exact and scientific per- 
#on, felt doubtful. Well, they all got to- 
gether, added up the data, and sent the young 
woman to a hospital for tuberculosis. 

She felt homesick there, and returned 
home after two days. Her doctor scolded 
her, but it was no use. Her  affianced 
couldn't see her in the hospital as often as 
at home. 

Her doctor abused her some more. She 
cried and promised to do just as he ordered. 
He ordered her to go to bed on the porch, 
and stay there. She obeyed, for some nine 
weeks. Then she got up and went back to 
work in an office. At this time X-ray neg- 
atives were just negatives—they showed no 
lesion in the lung. After a few weeks mod- 
erate enlargement of the thyroid became evi- 
dent, and it was now realized. that the 
trouble was masked exophthalmic goitre. 

Mistake? Technically, yes. But so far 
as the patient’s interest was concerned there 
was no mistake. She could have done no 
better than enter the tuberculosis hospital 
for a prolonged open-air rest. There is no 
better treatment for mild exophthalmic 
goitre. There is no safer place, so far as 
the possibility of infection with tuberculosis 
goes, than a tuberculosis sanatorium or hos- 
pital, because there everyone conscientiously 
practices asepsis.

President Cambrell Denies 
That Qualified Represen- 
tative of Southern Asso- 
ciation Will Confer With 
Northern Church. 


LEGAL REPORT MADE

Woman’s Missionary Union 
Reports That Organization 
Has Raised Over $5,000,000 
During Last Thirty Years. 


Hot Springs, Ark., May 16.—Presi- 
dent J. B. Gambrell, of the Southern 
Bapti8t oonvention, today denied re- 
ports that a qualified representative of 
the Southern Baptist association would 
confer with the Northern Baptist con- 
vention on the question of unity be- 
tween the two Baptist bodies. 

Dr. I. J. Vanness, secretary of the 
Sunday school board, and other leaders 
in the convention. were equally as 
emphatic in declaring reports’ that 
southern Baptists were contemplating 
a poesible union with the northern Bap- 
tist church were without foundation. 
Mr. Vanness stated that the question 
_of fuplon had been definitely and per- 
mamently settled by the southern Bap- 
tists two years ago. 

Work in Army Camps. 

The energies of the Southern Baptist 
convention here pledged to the utmost 
to further the work of the denomina- 
tion among the army cantonments of 
the nation, at the sixty-third session of 
the convention here today. After hear- 
ing discussions of the work which has 
been accomplished in that line, and 
after having heard stirring speeches by 
members of a squad of twenty-five sol- 
diers brought to the convention from 
Camp Pike, the delegates were enthusi- 
astically unanimous in their vote to 
divert any needed available sum of 
money and all the workers necessary 
to treble the results of army work next 
year. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
for the most part to a sort of patriotic 
rally. 
it was but a continuation of the same 
demonstration which the president of 
the convention, Dr. James B. Gambrell, 
characterized as an “inspirational mass 
meeting.”’ 

Early in the day’s session a resglu- 
tion was adopted by the convention in- 
dorsing President Wilson’s proclama- 
tion for a day of prayer and humilia- 
tion, and directing that official 
notification of the resolution di- 
recting observance of the _ procia- 
mation May 30 be given to every 
. Baptist preacher in the jurisdiction of 
the convention. The resolution was in- 
troduced by Dr. Jeff D. Ray, of Fort 
Worth, Texas. S 

A committee headed by Clifford Wal- 
ker, attorney general of Georgia. re- 
ported to the convention on the legal 
status of the churches, about which 


some question had been raised. He 
said that incorporation by the conven- 


tion in 1845 was legal, but stated that 
his cammittee was not ready to report 
on the legal relation of the respective 
administrative boards of the churches. 
Women Raise $5,000,000 

The report of the Woman’s Missionary 
union disclosed that that organization 
had raised more than $5,000,000 during 
the last thirty years for hom@ and for- 
eign missions, and: that the union now 
is composed of 16,000 societies.

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SUNK BY ITALIANS 


Large, Modern Austrian 
Warship of Viribus Unitis 
Type Torpedoed at Naval 
Base of Pola. 


Rome, May 16.—An Austrian battle- 
ship was torpedoed by [Italian naval 
forces in Pola harbor early Tuesday 
morning, it was officially announced to- 
day. The battleship was of the Viri- 
bus Unitis type (20,000 ton veseel). 

The Italian force worked its way into 
the Austrian naval base by dodging the 
patrol boats and searchlights of the 
defenders. 

While the naval operation was pro- 
greseing, an Italian seaplame force en- 
gaged Austrian battle planes above 
Pola. Two of the Austrians were 
brought down and several others were 
compelled to descend out of control. 
The Italian machines ail returned 
safely. 

The official amnouncement reads: 

“Italian naval units, avoiding patrol 
boats and searchlights, succeeded in en- 
tering Pola harbor early on Tuesday 
and in torpedoing an Austrian battle- 
ship of the Viribus Unitis type. 

“Simultaneously, Italian seaplane 
squadrons attacked Austrian battle 
PpMines over Pola, brought down two 
and forced several others down ow of 
control. The Italian’ machines all re- 
turned safely to their bases.” 


Big and Modern Vessel, 

There are four Austrian battleships 
of the Viribus Unitis class, which com- 
posed the largest and most modern 
fighting vessels completed for the Aus- 
trian navy up to the time the European 
war broke out. The other ships of the 
class are the Tegetthof, the Prinz Eu- 
gen and the Szent Istvan. The name- 


ship was completed in October, 1912, 
and others at intervals between then 
and the beginning of the war, with the 
exception of the Szent Istvan, which 
was not finished until 19165. 

Kach battleship of the class displaces 
20,000 tons, is 525 feet long, over all, 
89 feet beam and 28 feet draught. Their 
armament comprised twelve 12-ineh 
guns and twelve 39-inch guns in the 
main battery, with eighteen 11-pound- 
ers and vartous smaller guns, and from 
two to stx torpedo tubes. € com- 
plement of the ‘battleships ranges from 
962 to 988 men. All are heavily armor- 
ed and are classed as dreadnoughts. 
The Viribus Unitis developed a speed 
of 20.9 knots an hour on her trial 
trip.

To one on a solo flight it seems as a 
new world with no living thing but 
saeneer, no sound but the whirr of his 
plane. 

“Ten thousand feet above Galveston bay 
is not bad. I lost control of my machine 
once at the height of about 3,500 feet ang 

e 


started straight for the earth. All I 

see was old terra firma coming up to 

me. I kept saying to myself, ‘Old boy, you 
have your life in your hands; don’t give up 
the ship.’ At about 600 feet my old plane 
flattened out and I glided safely into an 
open pasture. I lay down upon the ground 
and thought for more than an hour, and 
the most I thought the worse I felt. 

“Altitude is the aviator’s best friend. I 
at first was reluctant to climb to dizzy 
heights, but I soon found I had more chances 
to right my machine in case of a fall the 
higher up in the air I was, while a 500-foot 
drop will kill you just as dead as a 10,000- 
foot drop. Our instructors were continually 
telling us, ‘Don't you fellows think you are 
perfect airmen and that you know it all in 
the art of flying.’ Past masters are killed 
as often as‘ beginners sometimes. For men 
who think such we recommend a trip to 
the ‘boneyard.’ Sometimes we go out there 
ourselves. It is good for us. The ‘bone- 
yard’ is a corner of the aviation grounds 
where are kept the wrecks and splinters 
of the ships which have carried many poor 
fellows on their last cruise.’’

“ace” “over there,’’ barring mishaps, he 
will not live up to the expectations of those 
who know him and will fall short of all his 
previous undertakings.

MANY CORPORATIONS 
MUST GET LICENSES 


(Dr. Andrew M. Soule announced 
Thursday that President Wilson has 
signed a proclamation requiring all 
persons, firms, corporations and asso- 
ciations engaged in the following busi- 
mess to secure a license on or before 
June 1, under rules and regulations 
governing the conduct as prescribed by 
the government: ' 

1. Packers of canned tuna 

2. Packers of mild cured, hard cured, 
salted, dried, smoked, pickled or otherwise 
preserved salmon. 

3. Operators of poultry and egg packing 
plants, not already licensed by the food 
administration. 

4. Ginners, buyers, agents, dealers or other 
handlers of cotton seed not already licensed 
y the food administration who handle 
yearly between September 1 and August 31 
more than twenty tons of cotton seed. 


5. Importers, manufactur or distribu- 
tors of cotton seed hulls Fra owners of 
elevators, warehouses or other places for 
storage of cotton seed hulls. 

Manufacturers of fermented beverages 
containing less than % to 1 per cent of 
alcohol, 

The only dealers in these commodi- 
ties exempted from the above are those 
who do strictly a retail business, whose 
dealings in licensed food commodities, 
inclusive of the above, amount to $100,- 
000 per annum; common carriers and 
farmers handling such of the above 
products as are produced on their own 
farms. Applications for license must 
be made to the Hcense division of the 

States food administration. 
Washington, D. C. All licenses must 
be secured prior to June 1, as a penalty 
of $5,000 attaches to those who engage 
in business without necessary license, 
beginning that date.

Brest Treaty Broken. 

ath ai ed “has taken every measure 
ible strictly to fulfill the treaty 
from their side, and in this way to se- 
cure for our people the chief aim of 
this treaty, a state of peace. But in 
reality no such state of peace exists. 
In south pf the Russian republic -there 
is a further advance northwards by 
German troops and detachments of 
Ukrainians. They are advanci upon 
Kursk and Voronezh, territory oubt- 
‘edly Great Russian. They have crossed 
into the. Crimean peninsula. That 
frontier line, which was one-sidedly 
established by the Ukrainian rada itself 
and officially made known to us by the 
German government, has Seen infringed 
by German and Ukrainian troops. Si- 
multaneously in the north of Finland 
Russian military property is being 
seized by the White guard detachments 
operating in agreement with German 
landing detachments and under direct 
instruction from German general staff. 
“In order to fulfill the Brest treaty, 
which is the legal ‘basis for the rela- 
tions between Germany and Russia, the 
Soviet government has officially de- 
) clared its readiness to open immediate 
negotiations with the Ukrainian central 
rada. No answer, however, has come 
from this government, which is now 
directed by Germany. The German 


government has in no way given any 
answer to our offer to open peace ne- 
gzotiations. Instead of this the advance 
of German Ukrainian troops against 


Russia continues, as has already been 
poined out. Owing to such circum- 
stances the Soviet government consjd- 
ers itself compelled to mobilize ali nec- 
essary forces in order to secure the free- 
dom and independence of the Russian 
republic, which is now menaced be- 
yond.the limits established by the 
Brest treaty. It is evident that such @ 
state of things cannot continue for 
long. The. Soviet government consid- 
ers it indispensable to throw more light 
on this matter, and in the name of se- 
curing peace affirms its complete read- 
iness to fulfill in future the conditions 
of the Brest treaty.” 

The protest concludes by declaring 
that if the German government finds 
it impossible to maintain the conditions 
fof the treaty, “it is absolutely neces- 
sary to establish with precision what 
are the exact new demands in the name 
of which the German gavernment di- 
rects Ukrainian, Finnish and German 
troops against the Russian Soviet gov- 
ernment... clear and precise 
answer to these questions is absolutely 
necessary.” 


Agitation in Ukraine. 

London, May 16.—Anti-German agita- 
tion in the Ukraine tontinues uncheck- 
ed, says a Vienna dispatch to The Lo- 
er, of Berlin, and transmit- 
he Hague by the Exchange 
Telegraph company. U4trainian news- 
papers attack Germany bitterly and 
accuse her of using the Russian war- 
ships at Sebastapol for the purpose of 
seizing coal and Ukrainian merchant- 
men. It is reported that the Germans 
have mined the strait of Yehkale, clos- 
ing the passage into the Sea of Azov. 

Serious trouble, it is added, has oc- 
curred at Nikolaiev, where the Germans 
have dismissed the city council.
